With the school’ year winding down and summer months fast 
approaching, Td like to take this opportunity to give an education 
“progress report.” 

In this 1998-99 school year, the Academy served almost 
115,000 Bay Area school children— 
22,000 of them from San 
Francisco—and their teachers. If 
you happened to visit us during 
the month of May, you might 
have experienced what we at the 
Academy fondly call May 
Madness: a time when the halls 
of our institution are completely 
full of school children. We began 


to experience the May Madness 
sensation in February as the 


Be Barnet ee winter and early spring months 
were very busy for us. With the 
diversity and sheer volume of school children we welcomed, we 
couldn’t be happier. 

Just because “school’s out” and it’s summer, it doesn’t mean 
we stop serving groups of children. Many young people come to 
the Academy through summer camp and summer programs. 
Attendance by these groups has skyrocketed over the past five 
years, and we expect this summer will be no different. 

And our formal programs will also be busy this summer. 
Camp Academy, presented through Junior Academy, offers a 
range of courses for young people of all ages. Almost 300 young 
people are expected to enjoy science sessions through Camp 
Academy this summer. The offerings include our Junior Explor- 
ers program for six to eight year olds, a Golden Gate Park 
program for nine to twelve year olds, a three day Pepperwood 
Program for ten to twelve year olds who will hike, study 
orienteering and astronomy, and a Sierra Ecology backpack trip 
in the South Lake Tahoe mountains for 12 to 15 year olds. And 
I’m pleased to report that many young people will participate 
through the San Francisco Recreation and Park Department’s 
Latch Key Program and are able to attend Camp Academy 
programs thanks to corporate funded scholarships. 

Finally, I want to welcome the University of California at Santa 
Cruz to the Academy family. On April 12th, UCSC Chancellor 
M.R.C. Greenwood and I signed a Memorandum of Understanding 
that formalizes our mutual commitments to increasing our institu- 
tions’ study of biological research. The Academy and UCSC will 
collaborate on research projects, biological illustration and science 
writing programs. We hope to soon offer UCSC students summer 
internships and scholarships to work at the Academy in these areas. 

Whether it is through informal learning by school and summer 
groups, more formal programs with our docents, the Camp Academy 
programs or university-level collaborations, our education lineup is 
vigorous even though it’s summer. And these summer programs support 
the Academy’s mission, “To explore and explain the natural world.” 
Have a great summer. 


“The Future Is Me!” 


On Thursday, April 22, daughters, granddaughters, 
nieces, and neighbors got a very personal look at 
life behind the scenes at the Academy.

Highlights of the day included a tour of the 
aquarium with Aquarium Pathologist Pat Morales. 
“I liked above where the fish swam around. One 
Koi fish kinda sucked on my knuckle ‘cause it 
thought it was food,” said Maddie Cargas, age 11. 
Pat also introduced the girls to Pilgrim, our 
penguin born on Thanksgiving and Bo, one of 
the Academy’s resident snakes. The group also 
got a close-up look at specimens in the Herpetol- 
ogy Department with the help of Curatorial 
Assistant Lindsay Henwood and finished their 
tour with a stop at the Touch Tidepool. Each girl 
received an Academy T-shirt to remember her 
day “at work.”

Missing links—Alive! was developed in Europe by 
more than 20 of the world's leading paleontologists and 
anthropologists, and is based on more than a century of 
painstaking scientific detective work fo solve the puzzle 
of humanity's existence. 


Accompanying the exhibit of some of the first fired 
clay objects originating in Europe 22,000 to 28,00 years 
ago. These treasures are on loan from the Moravian 
Museum Brno in the Czech Republic. The highlight of this 
collection is the renowned Dolni Vestonice Venus, one of 
the oldest known ceramic sculptures ever created. 

The Academy will also feature a cast of the 3.2 
million year old partial skeleton known as Lucy. This cast, 
one of only two that is mounted in an upright, three- 
dimensional display, is on loan from the University of 
California Museum of Paleontology, and is one of the 
best known human fossils.

and UCSC committed to joining forces in the interest of 


biological research and public education. 


UCSC Chancellor M.R.C. Greenwood and Academy Executive Director 
Patrick Kociolek at UCSC’s Arboretum with Academy Fellows. 

Academy Executive Director Patrick Kociolek and UCSC 
Chancellor M.R.C. Greenwood signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding formalizing ties between the institutions. 
Among other things, the memorandum will provide a 
framework for Academy staff to serve on advisory committees 
for UCSC graduate students and to teach courses at the 
campus. Faculty of the two institutions will also be encour- 
aged to collaborate in research and education programs. 
UCSC students—both graduate and undergraduate—will have 
opportunities for internships in Academy programs in the 
areas of research, illustration, and journalism. 

As she signed the memorandum, Chancellor Greenwood 
commented, “The California Academy of Sciences has 
resources and expertise that complement those of UCSC, 
particularly in areas related to the increasingly important issue 
of understanding the value of biodiversity.” Echoing that 
collaboration will be fruitful for both institutions, Kociolek 
said, “The Academy has biologists and systematists whose 
work dovetails nicely with research at UCSC in biology, 
chemistry, and marine science and we hope the memoran- 
dum will foster cooperative interactions in these areas.” 
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Academy Research Worldwide: 
Madagascar Display Opens on June 26 


adagascar is the world’s fourth largest island, 

situated about 300 miles off the eastern coast of 

Africa. Because the island has been isolated from 
other lands for 90 million years, it is an excellent place to 
study the evolutionary history of its species and to survey the 
diversity of life found here. Eighty percent of Madagascar’s 
plant species are unique to the island, and an even higher 


percentage of the island’s animals are endemic species. Many 
of these species have yet to be described and studied by science. 

A group of the Academy’s renowned scientists is 
devoting its energy, resources, and expertise to survey the 
biota found on this remarkable island. The Academy will be 
showcasing this research through a lively interactive kiosk 
which will be on display beginning June 26. 

Through electronic media, graphics, and specimens, you 
will meet the scientists at work as they journey through the 
rainforests of Madagascar. Watch as the scientists discover 
new species and work with Malagassy students, educators, 
and government agencies on topics such as research meth- 
ods, species conservation, and importance of biodiversity. 
You will be with the scientists and Malagassy people as they 
gain a better understanding of the value of their environment, 
and the need to protect it.

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The Legacy of Dr. and Mrs. Donald 
Denning 


Dr. and Mrs. Donald Denning were long-time supporters 
of the Academy. A prominent Bay Area entomologist, Dr. 
Donald Denning was born in Ely, Minnesota in 1910 and 
educated at McAllister College in St. Paul. During WWII he 
was posted to the U.S. Public Health Service, Quarantine 
Division. In the late 1940s he was with the University of 
Wyoming in Laramie. Working on the problem of insect 
infestations in agricul- 
ture and animal 
husbandry, he developed 
a considerable interna- 
tional scientific 
reputation. Over the 
course of his career, he 
identified many new 
species of insects. In his 
later years, Dr. Denning 
was an economic 
entomologist for 
Chemagro Corporation. 
Dr. Denning donated 
portions of his large 
insect collection to 


Dr. and Mrs. Denning 


Clemson University, the 
California State Collection 
of Arthropods, and the UC-Davis Bohart Museum, and 
was a life time member of the California Academy of 
Sciences. A portion of his library was donated to San Jose 
State University. Dr. Denning passed away in 1988. 

Mrs. Loretta H. Denning, continuing her husband’s 
legacy, made many gifts to the Academy. In 1989 she gave 
the valuable collection of her husband’s 28,270 Trichoptera 
insects (caddisflies) to the Academy Entomology Depart- 
ment. Mrs. Denning created a living trust in 1988, 
amended in 1992, giving the Academy 90% of the balance 
of her estate. Because of her estate plans for the Academy, 
Mrs. Denning was an Eastwood Associate. Following Mrs. 
Denning’s death in 1995, the Donald G. and Loretta H. 
Denning fund is used to support the activities and projects 
of the Entomology Department. 

The Denning family legacy continues. In 1997, the 
Dennings’ son James 
donated the Donald 
G. Denning Library of 
natural history books, 
journals, and reports 
to the California 
Academy of Sciences.

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Three Fearful Days 
San Francisco Memoirs of the 
1906 Earthquake & Fire 


with Malcolm E. Barker, author, reporter 


Mr. Barker writes that San Francisco was not the only town 
devastated by the earthquake on April 18, 1906. Santa Rosa 
was almost demolished; San Jose and Santa Cruz were 
severely damaged. The library, gymnasium, and chapel were 
reduced to ruins at Stanford University. 

In his talk/slide presentation, Barker recounts the day 
before the dramatic earthquake, and continues with many 
stories from survivors and visitors. His choice of personal 
reminiscences provides a unique insight into the psychologi- 
cal and sociological effects of one of the nation’s most 
horrendous natural 
disasters in the 20th 
century. 

For the past seven 
years Baker has been 
researching, writing, and 
producing the San 
Francisco Memoirs 
trilogy, which was 
completed with the 
publication of Three 
Fearful Days: San 
Francisco Memoirs of the 
1900 Earthquake and 
Fire, in July 1998. 

Barker was born in 


London, England, and 
worked as a newspaper 
reporter in Brighton before traveling extensively. He immi- 
grated to San Francisco in 1961 after first visiting the city on 
his travels, and became a U.S. citizen in 1983.
